The backgrounds of Arthur V.° Lynch and of 
Frederick P.’ Melzar do not have much in common, 
other than that they grew up in the same town. 

Of different politics and faiths, one man 
left school early in life, to work in restaur- 
ants and elsewhere to provide for his family, 
while the other pursued a highly successful na- 
val career, that won him the Navy Cross, and 
then went on to Harvard Business School, and 
the upper realms of high finance. 

Mr.’ Lynch, when he was first elected to the 
School Board was suspected by some of being a 
"politician on the make." 

Mr.’ Melzar, on the other hand, was suspected 
of being the ax that was going to wreck the 
school system - at least by some people. 

But these two men, with their deep thinking 
abilities, confounded their critics, and became 
in effect a fine working team, for the benefit 
of our schools, our pupils, and our town. 

It isn't often that we have two sich men on 
one board.’ The town has benefited by their ser- 
vices. They will be difficult to replace. 


THE PLANNING BOARD AND THE GAS COMPANY 

It isn't often that we take issue with our 
Planning Board, but sometimes we do. This board 
has won the confidence of our townspeople, and 
deservedly so. 

We did take issue with them a few years ago. 
We did so when they turned "thumbs down" on the 
New England Gas Company. 

That company was, in effect invited to the 
town of Wilmington by its Town Manager. We will 
not at this time go into the details, but we 
compared it to the invitation where a man is 
asked to come for a duck dinner, " and bring 
the duck". 

The trouble was that a residue, of slaked 
lime, had to be disposed of. Our Town Manager 
of that day knew, and invited the company. The 
Planning Board held firm that there must be 
some disposal plans other than a "dump" on the 
property. 

We admitted the ideas of the Planning Board 
were worthy, but we hated to see the town put 
in a position of pledging its word and then 
going back on it. We said so, perhaps too em— 
phatically. 

Now that New England Gas is a part of Gener- 
al Dynamics, a new disposal plan has been pro- 
posed, that takes care of the Planning Board's 
objections, and seems to solve the problem. 

Grudgingly perhaps, we must admit that the 
reticence of the Planning Board has paid off, 
in the long run, for Wilmington. 

THE INDUSTRIAL POLICY 

Cecil Laneeaster's industrial policy for the 
Town of Wilmington is undergoing a quiet scru- 
tiny, by some of our people. It is a scrutiny 
without malice, but with wondering.’ These peo- 
ple, whom we choose to call the "Young Turks" 
are beginning to wonder just what Cecil's in- 
dustrial policy is. 

The Young Turks are not to be described as a 
particular group or clique. Their attitude to- 
ward the TM is that they want to help, if they 
can, and they especially do not want to hinder. 
But they are wondering if, as we say, there is 


a policy 
Some of these Young Turks may be found in 
the Planning Board, a group who meet weekly and 
discuss, among other things industrial planning

PLANNING BOARD TENTATIVELY 


A proposal by Richard Bedell

The Board voted to approve

The news of the out-of-town activities is in 
effect a red herring for the Young Turks. The

DRY CLEANING ESTABLISHMENTS 

Without intending to do so the Planning 
Board has got itself up a couple of trees in 
the past weeks - all because of some of the dry 
cleaning establishments in Wilmington.: 

A year ago the Planning Board wmted to have 
the De Moulas property and the property across 
the street rezoned from industrial to neighbor- 
hood business. The idea was to protect the 
stores in the Wilmington Plaza from noises of 
a heavy industry that might otherwise choose to 
locate there.’ 

Because of legal technicalities they were 
able to have only one part re-zoned - that part 


the Planning Board is to have an article in 
this year's Warrant for the Town Meeting, to 
re-zone the De Moulas property. 

A few weeks ago, in North Wilmington, John 
Elia sought permission through the Board of Ap- 
peals to have a cleaning establishment erected 
on property he owns near the North Wilmington 
Post Office. He ran into a number of difficul- 
ties - and one of them was opposition by the 
Planning Board because dry-cleaning can only be 
done in industrial zones - or places that have 
"grandfather" rights before our present zoning 
was voted. 

There is a new dry cleaning establishment in 
the De Moulas block. It is there legally, be- 
cause the place is zoned industrially.’ It will 
be there legally if the zoning is changed, 
because it will have acquired "grandfather" 
rights. 

All of which upsets some of the voters, and 
in effect puts the Planning Board up a tree. 
Two dry cleaning plants are in neighborhood 
business zones, in Wilmington, by virtue of 
grandfather rights. A third will be, if the 
Planning Board plans mature.’ A fourth, which 
seeks to locate in a neighborhood business zone 
is being denied the privilege, or so it seems. 

THE SECOND COMMUNITY SERVICE AWARD

For the second time in as 
many years on record, every 
town in the Reading area show- 
ed more than a million dollars 
worth of home building during 
the year just ended and the a- 
rea,as a whole, had a whopping 
$4,733,570 for 1959 compared 
with $4,610,400 in 1958.
